ARMIES LOCKED IN BITTER 


STRUGGLE ON ITALIAN FRONT 


Standing firmly before the war stricken city 


of Rheims the French have checked a new .Ger- 
man drive, launched last night, five days after 
the offensive on the Montdidier-Noyon line came 
to a halt. The active battle front has been ex- 
tended to a point five miles southeast of the 
cathedral city. 


At 6 o'clock Tuesday evening the German 


artillery began a heavy bombardment between 
Vrigny, west of Rheims, to the village of La Pom- 
pelle, on the nor.th bank of the Vesle river east of 
Rheims. Three hours later the German infantry 
stormed out of their trenches to begin the assault. 
According to the official statement, issued at 
Paris, the Germans were nowhere successful in 
their attempts to enter the French lines, being 
repulsed with heavy losses. 


LAUNCH DRIVE ON 
14-MILE FRONT 


The front over which the new attack was launched is 


approximately 14 miles in length. 
It had been expected 


that the Germans would sooner or later attempt to straighten

cause, resignation, discharge or death, 
reason or cause. 
The book with the 


records will be kept in the town hall. 


do this, labor and capital must live 
in peace. Their job is therefore to 
produce industrial peace. .And it is 
some job. 
The board has been called "labor's 
supreme court." But it is more than 
a court. It is an investigating and 
conciliating agency. It has agents who 
go to the locality and inquire into ac- 
tual conditions on the ground. 


Then there are the judicial functi>«s 
where the board meets and hears argu- 
ments, facts and pleas. 
, The board is made up, in addition 
to Walsh and Taft, of five representa- 
tives each of employes and employers. 
Those representing labor are Prank J. 
Hayes, W. L. Hutcheson, Thomas J. 
Savage, Victor A. Olander and T. A. 
Rickert. Representing the employers 
are Loyal] A. Osborne, C. E. Michael, 
W. H. Van Dervoort, B. T. Worden 
and F. C. Hood. The secretary is W. 
Jett Lauck. 
Up to date about 60 cases have been 


brought to the attention of the War 
Labor board. Some have been brought 
by the men and some by the employ- 
ers, but in most cases the. board has 
intervened to prevent a strike in a war 
industry. 
In most of ths cases both men and 


employers have agreed to resume'work 
and to abide by the award of the v/ar 
board. In a few Instances, however, 
the employers have refused to agree to 
submit to arbitration. 
The Western Union refused, as did 
the Bethlehem Steel company. 


What will happen to those who re- 


fuss will be seen in due time. If they 
are war industries they may be dealt 
with under adequate powers possessed 
by the court. 
Ths notable thing about the War 


Labor board's activities up to date is 
the confidence extended the board by 
both employer and employed. 
The 


presence on the board of men like Taft, 
Osborne and Worden arouses.the con- 
fidence of the big employers, while the 
average laboring man is quits content 
to leave his grievance with men HUe 
Walsh and Olander. It is the excep- 
tion when even an employer like the 
Bethlehem company refuses to trust to 
the award ot this tribunal. 


So far the activities of the labor 


court have had to do with conciliating. 
There have been much investigation, 
much hearing of 
complaints, , much 


bringing of the two parties together 
in the same room and much adjust- 
ment of differences on a half-and-half 
basis. 


But soon there will be decisions. It 
is expected that the last week of June 
will be spent by the board in the prep- 
aration of opinions on the. cases pend- 
ing. These will bs the nrst opinions 
to bs Handed down by labor's supreme 
court. 
The War Labor board 
has 
lately 


been appealed to by a large number 
of street railway companies. Chicago, 
Portland (Ore.), and Newark are a faw 
of these.

Thft biggest Job in prospect for tho 


board IB the adjustment of tho strt>! 
corporations to the demands of their 


men. The Bethlehem company anc 
the Midvale company are both deeply 
engaged in government/ordnance work 
One of the fundamentals of the War 
Trade board is that government work 
must be done on the eight-hour basis 
and that men may unionize if they de- 
sire. But these companies, as well as 
United. States Steel and the affiliated 
Pennsylvania Railroad 
interests, 
al- 
ways have fought the unions and the 
eight-hour day, and are still doing so 
The government can shut off raw 


material from concerns that will no 
live in peace with their employes. Or 
the gox-ernment can take over the in- 
dustry and run the plants.

The rate of interest will be 4i» 


per cent, but unlike the other loans, 
this will have varying periods of ma- 
turity. 


The work of financing this war is 


one of the most stupendous undertak- 
ings that has ever corne to the treas- 
ury department. But for the Federal 
Heserve banking system it never could 
be managed without panics 
of 
the 


•worst 
kind. The money power now 


rests in tie government, not in a co- 
terie of capitalists in Wall street, as 
was the case under republican rule in 
this country. 


CONTRACT PROFITEERS 


If the charges made by the Depart- 


ment of Justice against profiteers on 
government contracts be true, it is safe 
to say that a number of unscrupulous 
men who Bet out to commercialize their 
Influence at Washington wjll land in 
jail. 


When men who are supposed to have 


6 pull with 
government 
authorities 


approach contractors and secure prom- 
ise of payment in lieu of securing con- 
tracts for the parties so approached, 
then we understand that their action is 
a violation of the law against profiteer- 
ing, and punishable by fine and im- 
prisonment. 


The Department of Justice is cer- 


tainly doing very effective work in all 
its varied activities from hunting down 
traitors to catching the profiteers in 
government work and even in the food 
supply of the nation. 


MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP 


Relative to municipal ownership the 


Lynn Item has the following: 


"The ghost of municipal ownership 


is practically laid by the experience 
of 
MarMehea.d. The 
head 
of 
the 
state fuel commission has advised the 
town municipal light commissioners to 
consider purchasing, electrical current 
from either Salem or Lynn privately- 
owned 
companies- The 
Marblehead 
report states that the current can 'be 
purchased in either place at a less 
figure than the cost to manufacture it 
at the plant in Marblehead. This ex- 
hibition of painful facts 
is 
recom- 


mended to the perusal of those who 
made municipal ownership a sort of 
fetish to worship. It is also recom- 
mended to the members of the legis- 
lature who enacted the law making it 
possible for towns to engage in un- 
profitable enterprises." 


The fact that the U. S. government 


has taken over the railroads has led 
some people to suppose that hereafter 
government ownership of quasi-public 
utilities would be permanent. It will 
cease after the war except where the 
safety of the nation may dictate a 
different policy. 


REGISTERING 
GERMAN 
WOMEN 


Nothing but the appearance of fe- 


male German spies could have led to 
the registration of alien German wom- 
en, resident in this country. The period 
fixed fsr this week started June '.7 
and will end June 26; the hours being 
from S a. in. till 10 p. m. The orders 
issued provide as follows: — 


"All 
natives, citizens, denizens or 


subjects of Germany being females of 
the age of 14 years and upward who 
are within the United States and not 
actually naturalized as American citi- 
zens are required to register as Ger- 
man alien females. Female natives or 
subjects of the Austro-Hungarian Em- 
pire are not required to register un- 
less they are married to unnaturalized 
German 
subjects. 
Each 
applicant 


should furnish five unmounted photo- 
graphs not larger than 3x3 in size on 
thin paper with light background. The 
photograph shall be of the shoulders 
and full face without hat or head 
covering. 
Alien 
females 
who 
are 
members of any community or order 
r denomination which prescribes the 
wearing of headgears as part of the 
religious habit may furnish photo- 
graphs of themselves wearing official 
headdress." 


Certificates will be issued to regis- 


trants and interpreters 
will be on 


hand at each designated place of re, 
istration in order to assist in the work 
where the registrants 
cannot 
make 


themselves understood in English. 


WHY BUY WAR SAVINGS STAMPS 


Brand Whitlock. our minister to 


Belgium, has earned the gratitude of 
this nation for what he has done to 
aid the - suffering Belgians. He is a 
man who would not exaggerate a sin- 
le iota in order to arouse prejudice 
against the Germans. But the simple 
truth regarding German atrocities in 
Belgium seems incredible in their cold- 
blooded brutality.

"It was on that Sunday morning of 
the 23d; the Germans that swarmed 
down the Friedrau road, entered the 
quarter of Penant, arrested the in- 
habitants and took them to the Rocher 
Bayard. The people were held there, 
evidently as a screen, while the Ger- 
mans began to construct a temporary 
bridge over the river. The 
French 


were on the other side, and now and 
then they shot at the soldiers working 
there. 
The Germans, annoyed by the 


spitting, irregular fire, sent a. citizen 
of Dinant. one of the prisoners, in a 
boat across the river to inform the 
French that unless they ceased firing 
the civilians would lie shot. M. 
made his dangerous voyage, accom- 
plished his mission, and returned to 
take his place among his fellows. But 
a few stray bullets still sped 
across 
the river. 


"Then was committed the atrocious 


crime. The 
prisoners were 
massed 


together, nearly 90 of them, old men 
and 
young, women, girls and boys, 


ittle children, and babies 
in 
their 


mothers' arms. A platoon was called 
up: the colonel in command gave the 
rord to fire, and the gray soldiers, in 
cold blood, shot down those 90 persons 
as they stood huddled there together. 
"Vmong them were 12 children under 
he age of six years, six of 
whom 


vere little babies, whose mothers, as 
hey stood 
tip to face their pitiless 


murderers, held them in their arms. 


"The six babies were the child Fle- 
et. 3 weeks old; Nellie Pollet, 
11 


months old; 
Maurice Betemps, 11 


months old; 
Gilda Genen, IS months 


old; 
Gilda Marchot, 3 years old, and 


Cla.ra Struvay, 2 years old. 


"Evening came; 
the soldiers were 


'umbling among the mass 
of dead. 


Some were still living; 
some, by a 


miracle, were uninjured. And 
these 


,'ere dragged from the pile of bodies 
and made to dig a pit and to tumble 
nto it the bodies of the victims of the 
:ragedy, their relatives, their neigh- 
bor?, and their friends."

The largest wirplanes are ths bosab- 


droppir.g machines. They must bo ca- 
pable of carrying heavy loads of explo- 
sives. They are usually slow machines, 
speed -being sacrificed to carrying ca- 
pacit.-. 
The Italians nave specialized 


in big bomb machines. The huge Ca- 
proni airplanes carry three men and 
three guns, besides 2750 pounds of ex- 
plosives. That makes a useful load of 
40JO pounds. The machine is driven by 
three engines with a total of 900 horse- 
power. 
Such enormous machines are 


rather exceptional, however. Bombing 
machines are usually convoyed by fast 
fighting planes, and do not have to de- 
fend themselves from attack in the ai". 
Often bombing raids are made at night, 
and the bis Italian machines are pro- 
vided with "searchlight bombs" to en- 
able them to locate important spots on 
the ground beneath. These are brilliant 
magnesium torches 
suspended 
from 


parachutes, so that they .fall slowly and 
give a broad illumination, while the 
airplane itself is shielded from the light 
by tha parachute.—St. Nicholas.

CAMBRIDGE, June H'.-Amaleur star 
gazers all over tho world are ur~ed 
in a. bulletin issued by the Harvard 
college observatory today to observe 
the new bright star recently di?cov- 


«r«4 In the conittllttlon Aqutlla. and 
maUe reports to the observatory for 
the benefit of science. 
The bulletin 


points out that the brilliance of the 
•tar enables any parson even without 
Instruments or previous experience to 
make observations of permanent value 
to astronomy. It emphutiea the de- 
sirability of. a continuous watch of the 
star for 'the reason that other new- 
stars found during the last three cen- 
turies underwent "curious changes in 
brightneaB," In the first few months of 
their discovery. 


The, bulletin expresses the hope that 


observers will be found in southern 
and far eastern countries to note varia- 
tions in the star during the hours when 
it is below the horizon in Europe and 
America. Inexperienced observers may 
note changes by comparison with the 
two stars npai-est the new one. which 
are respectively of magnitudes 5.0 and 
5.7.

chamber of commerce in London is tak- 


keen Interest in the bill intro- 


duced by Representative Sims in the 
house of representatives, providing for 
a national trade mark to be supplied 
to American manufacturers and pro- 
ducers, under government license, and 
to be attached to goods of American 
origin. 


This proposal has been discussed at 


a meeting of the chamber and 
the 


views expressed were against it. One 
reason given for this opposition \vas 
that such an official mark might be in- 
discriminately applied, for good, bid 
and indifferent American products, and 
would operate to the detriment of em- 
ciently produced standardized goods of 
quality. 
The chairman of the trade informa- 


tion committee of the chamber, Paul B. 
Derrick. sa.ys: 
"The American chamber of commerce 


in London, with a membership of over 
600, including representatives of most 
important American concerns engaged 
in commerce with Great Britain, con- 
siders tha proposed law dangerous to 
American export trade, interests in Eu- 
ropean markets unless the use of tha 
proposed trade mark be absolutely re- 
stricted to a standardized quality of 
goods. Such restriction Is believed ^to 
be impractical, and impossible of elTl- 
cient application. 
"Further, it is believed that Ameri- 


can goods selling to the general public 
in the British and other commercially 
developed European markets would in 
no way be benefited 
by such a dis- 


played symbol of foreign origin."

If the toothbrush fails to remove all 


particles of food packed into crevices 
between Hie teeth then use waxed den- 
tal (loss to remove the decaying de- 
bris.

gum if snapped through the contact 
point directly onto the surfaces of the 
gum.

France and Italy number 
among -their soldiers many men who 
have. . after several years of servics, 
developed remarkable physical power 
and endurance and from these there 
could be selected performers whose 
ability on track and field would un- 
doubtedly prove 'a surprise to other 
competitors.

in Berlin during the summer of 1016.

Others honestly do not see how coal

customers. 


The municipal idea d.id not 
fright- 


en Fuel Administrator Girneld one bit. 


He frankly said he had not'gone into 
the subject. But when I told him the. 
highest court of the land had declared 
such coal piles leg-al, he confessed his 
sympathy with the subject. 
Dr. Garfield is engaged in a cam- 


paign to.get people to order their coal 
early. But he recognizes that in many 
cases families cannot do so. 


They have invested their spare mon- 


ey in Liberty bonds. Bed Cross sub- 
scriptions, etc. and have to 
put off 


their coal buying until fall, especially 
if they have no credit with the retail 
coal dealers. 
There are others who 


expect to move and can't afford 
to 


put coal in the cellar of a house which 
they expect soon to.vacate. There are 
others whose wage is so small 
they 


have to live from week to week- 
For all such cases 
the municipal 


coal pile is the natural solution. 
If a 


city stores co'il this summer, it will be 
able to sell it this fall and winter at 
cost to those who need it. 


And there Is nothing to prevent a 


municipality -from maintaining such a 
coal yard unless there is'Some state 
statute or constitutional provision di- 
rectly, prohibiting the use of municipal 
funds for such .a purpose.

Bay" State Receiver Says That 


Country Lines Are The Big 
Draw Back 


Special to The Sun. 


STATE HOUSE, Boston, June 19.— 


Proof that the troubles 
of the 
Bay 


Btata Street Railway company are due 
to Its "country lines," and that tbo 
city lines are more than paying their 
way, is given in a statement recently 
iiEUfld by Wallace B. Donham, recelv- 
»r for ths company. 


A segregation 
of earnings recently 


made by the company showed that the 
city lines earned all charges, includ- 
ing full provision 
for depreciation, 


and came within S253.935 of yielding a 
return of six per cent, upon the in- 
come, 
the 
return 
actually 
earned 


amounting to 5.0S per cent. 


In sharp contrast to this showing 


was that of the country lines, which 
(ailed to earn 
their 
operating 
ex- 


ptnsei. 
There 
was a deficiency 
of 


11369,428 in the amount required for 
•II charges and a six per cent, return. 


Although Bay State officials 
esti- 


mate that the new fare increases will 
produce $1,671,000 additional revenue, 
the difficulty of predicting accurately 
the effect of higher fares has been 
demonstrated in connection with pre- 
vious increases by this road. 
Since 


September, 1916, the company has en 
three different occasions been permit- 
ted to raise its fares. The total gain 
•xpected from all three increases was 
about $1,120.000. 


In the ten months ending April 30. 


1918, total passenger revenue for the 
whole system was SS.257,357. and for 
the same 
ten months 
in 1915-1916, 


when the unit fare was five cents, It 
was $7,637.59!. 
Compared with 
the 


earlier period, the gain 
in 1917-191S 


under the increased rates was $719,- 
466. or at the rate of SS63.359 for an 
entire year. 
This gain, however, was 


hardly more than 
might have 
been 


expected for two years' increase in 
traffic 
without any changes, in fares 


and notwithstanding" 
tho two years' 


gap fell considerably abort of the $1,- 
120.000 estimated. 


Receiver Donham recently estimated 


that the Massachusetts portion of the 
Bay State property needed total rev- 
enues of 512,710,255 in order to cover 
operating expenses, 
taxes, deprecia- 


tion, etc., in 191S. and to return six 
per cent, on the investment. 
The ac- 


tual operating results for flv« months 
ending May 31, 191S, show receipts 
approximately $260,000 less 
and 
ex- 


penses approximately $60,000 lest than 
the estimated. 


Bay State's revenue 
from 
freight 


traffic 
has grown considerably since 


the war began, but is still, by com- 
parison, of minor consequ.ence. 
Last 


year, the total income from this source 
was-S465,07S, 
while passenger rev- 


enue amounted to $9,952,970. It is be- 
lieved the company 
will follow 
the 


lead of the steam railroads and in- 
crease its freight 
rates 
materially. 


There are excellent opportunities for 
increasing its freight business if the 
company had the facilities, which it 
has not. In view of the traffic con- 
gestion on steam lines, both shippers 
and the 
federal 
government 
would, 


welcome the diversion 
of short-haul 


business to the electric lines.

One of 
the enemy machines was sent down 
in flames and another driven down out 
of control, according to a description 
of the fight written for the Associated 
Press by Ensign K. J3. Keyes. a United 
States naval aviator. 


Previous to the encounter, one of 


the British machines had descended 
to make repairs and the Germans set 
upon the four other machines protect- 
ing the injured .one. Ensign 
Joseph 


Eaton, another American aviator, was 
on the injured machine and ho was 
subsequently interned in Holland. 


"Ensign Eaton and 
I. were 
two 


Americans among the crews of five 
(lying boats on a North sea patrol," 
says Ensign Keyes. "West of Ter- 
schelling, Eaton's machine 
had 
to 


alight on the surface owing to engine 
trouble. We stood by, circling in the 
air and waiting for him to repair the 
damage. 


Germans Driven Off 


"Soon five German airplanes hove in 


sight. We took battle formation and 
went for them. I was in the front 
cockpit with one gun and 400 rounds 
of ammunition. 
. In the stern were 


three more guns and their operators. 
The Germans fled at our approach 
but I had the satisfaction of getting 
several rounds into them, although it 
is impossible to say whether there 
were any effective hits. 


''After a time the enemy came cir- 


cling back, but instead o£ five ma- 
chines there were only four, one small 
scout having been sent landward, pre- 
sumably to bring help. 


"Soon afterwards we discovered 10 


hostile machines coming up from an 
opposite direction. 
They were not 


high in the air but close to the water 
and were joined almost immediately 
by five more, making 19 in all. The 
enemy scouts were 
painted 
black, 


while the two seaters were sea green 
and very hard to distinguish from the 
water. 


Big Battle in Air 


"We four swung into battle forma- 


tion again and charged into the mid- 
dle of the enemy fleet. When we were 
nearly within range, four planes on 
the port side and five on the star- 
board, rose to our level, while two of 
the enemy machines passed directly 
beneath us. shoting upward. 


"The firing was incessant from the 


beginning and the air was blue with 
tracer bullet smoke and the Germans 
used explosive bullets. 


"I devoted my time to the port side 


where four planes offered fine targets. 
Once I looked 'around and noticed 
my commander was in a stopping po- 
sition. I thought nothing of it until a 
few minutes later when I looked again 
I saw he was still in the same posi- 
tion. Then the truth dawned on me 
that he had been hit, and, looking 


closer, I discovered his head in a pool 
of blood, but for the moment I could 
not leave my post. 
Fin* Running Fight 


"We kept up a fine running fight. 


although our machine was 
cut 
off 


from the rest and surrounded hv x^v- 
en enemy seaplanes. 
\Ve fought for 


10 miles until we drove'off seven Ger- 
mans, sending one down out of control 
and crashing another In flames from 
a height of 2000 feet. 
The five other 


machines wesre severely punished by 
our gunfire. 
"• 


"During the last few minutes, our 


engine began stopping and the 
en- 


gineer reported that the petrol pipe 
had broken. 
Meajiwhile I had laid out 


the commander 
in the cockpit and 


taken his seat. ' 


The 'whole 
engagement 
lasted 
a 


half-hour and I think we did very 
well. Afterward my machine descend- 
ed onto the water, where repairs were 
made and then we returned to port. 
The whole flight lasted seven hours." 


Ensign Joseph Eaton of Connecticut

Juvenile Belgium, even under the 


leel of the Hun, has the same daunt- 
ess, uncrushed spirit, the same de- 
fiance of the invader that has made 
mature Belgium beloved and admired 
:he world over. 
Edouard Deru, court violinist 
to 


the king and queen of Belgium for 
eight years prior to the 
German 


occupation, is touring this country, 
with his wife, giving concerts for 
:he benefit of his homeless and des- 
:itute countrymen. 
During the six 


months, in which the pair were de- 
tained in Brussels, unable to obtain 
passports from the kaiser's officers, 
:hey saw many an instance of the 
courageous sauciness of the 
little 


Belgians. 


'One day in the streets," said 


M. Deru in San Francisco, Cal., "I 
saw a group of youngsters drilling. 
They wore their tiny caps (cas- 
quettes) with carrots stuck through 
holes in the top. 
The effect was 
that of a German helmet. And they 
made it -worse by marching in a 
udicrous burlesque of the 
famous 


goose-step' of the German soldiers. 
" 'That's right,' said a Hun officer, 


stopping to watch them. 
'You'll 


make good German soldiers 
some 


day.' 
"The 
youthful 
captain, 
never 


changing his expression, gave the 
command, 'Forward 
March'; 
then, 


'Halt,' and finally, 'Nach Paris.' (On 
to Paris.) 


"The boyish squad promptly be- 


gan to march backward, their little 
faces grave, with never a sugges- 
tion of the joke, for it was just at 
the time when Von Kluck's army 
was retreating from the Marne, and 
it was hardly an opportune time to 
twit a German—least of all, a Ger- 
man officer in a town he was rulinff 
with a harsh rod. 


"Another 
9-year-old 
youngster, 


driving a donkey in a cart, gave an 
equally tart affront 
to 
a German 


officer who thought to amuse him- 
self at the expense of the lad. 
" 'I suppose you call that animal 


"Albert",' he commented, 
referring 


to the fugitive Belgian king. 
" 'I have too much respect for my 


sovereign,' said the child bravely. 


"'Well, then, I suppose his name 


is "Wilhelm"', was the rejoinder. 
" 'I have to omuch respect for my 


donkey.' was the quick reply. 


"But it took a little Belgian girl 


to twist the iron in one German 
officer's soul. 
She and her mother 


were sitting on a bench 
when

do this, labor and capital must live 
in peace. Their job is therefore to 
produce industrial peace. And it is 
some job. 
The board has been called "labor's 


supreme court." But it is more than 
a court. It is an investigating and 
conciliating agency. It has agents who 
go to the locality and inquire into ac- 
tual conditions on the ground. 


Then there are the judicial functi>».s 
where the board meets and hears argu- 
ments, facts and pleas. 
The board is made up, in addition 


to Walsh and Taft, of five represent^i- 
tives each of employes 'and employers. 
Those representing labor are Frank J. 
Hayes, "W. L. Hutcheson, Thomas J. 
Savage, Victor A. Olander and T, A. 
Rickert. Representing the employers 
are Loyall A. Osborne, C. B. Michael, 
W. H. Van Dervoort, B. T. Worden 
and F. C. Hood. The secretary is "W. 
Jett Lauck. 


Up to date about 60 cases have been 
brought to tho attention of the Wai- 
Labor board. Some have been brought 
by the men and some by the employ- 
ers, but In most cases the board has 
ntervened to prevent a strike in a war 
Industry. 


In most of the cases both men and 
employers have agreed to resume work 
and to abide by the award of the war 
hoard. In a few instances, however, 
the employers have refused to agree to 
submit to arbitration. 
The Western Union refused, as did 


the Bethlehem Steel company. 
What will happen to those who re- 


fuse will be seen In due time. If they 
are war industries they may be dealt 
with under adequate powers possessed 
by the c*urt. 
The notable thing about the War 


Labor board's activities up to date is 
iht .confidence extended the board by 
both employer and employed. 
The 


presence on the board of men like Taft. 
Dsbornts and U'orden arouses the con- 
fidence of the big employers, while the 
average laboring man is quite content 
to leave his grievance with men ll!ie 
Walsh and Olander. It Is the excep- 
tion when even an employer like the 
Bethlehem company refuses to trust to 
the award of this tribunal. 


So far the activities of the labor 
court have had to do with conciliating. 
There have been much Investigation, 
much hearing of 
complaints, much 


bringing of the two parties together 
in the tjarne room and much adjust- 
ment of differences on a ha.lf-and-h.aif 
basis. 
But soon there v/ill be decisions. It 
Is expected that the last week of June 
will be spent by the board in the prep- 
aration of opinions on the cases pend- 
ing. These will be the first opinions 
to be handed down by labor's supreme 
court. 
The War Labor board has 
lately 


been appealed to by a large number 
of street railway companies. Chicago, 
Portland (Ore.), and Newark are a faw 
of those. 


A traction company is a war indus- 
try. People must be carried to war 
factories. 
The 
traction companies 


have beon losing their men to the 
munition 
Industries. 
The 
traction 


companiess pay a.bout thirty cents an 
hour while munitions pay sixty. 
The 


conductors and motormen say they.are 
not getting living wages and will have 
to strike. The traction companies say 
any substantial increase in wages will 
bankrupt the companies. 
So Taft and Walsh will have to fig- 


ure out what la a living wage for a 
street oar man, and how such wage 
can be paid without putting the trac- 
tion company on the scrapheap. 
The blggeat job In prospect for the 


board Is the adjustment of the stci 
corporations tp tun duuiuii^* of their 


men. The Bethlehem company and 
the Midvale company' are both deeply 
engaged in government ordnance work. 
One of the fundamentals of the War 
Trade board Is that government work 
must be done on the eight-hour basis, 
and that men may unionize if they de- 
sire. But these cojnpanies, as well as 
United States Steel and the affiliated 
Pennsylvania Railroad Interests, 
al- 
ways have fought the unions and the 
eight-hour day, and are still doing so. 
The government can shut off raw 


material from concerns that will not 
live in peace with their employes. Or 
the government can take over the in- 
dustry and run the plants.

REJECT THOUSANDS OF POUNDS OF MEAT 


NEW YORK, June 19.—Hundreds of thousands of pounds of meat, 


intended for 'use on American battleships, furnished by Wilson & Co., 
Chicago packers, have been rejected because it was not iu good 
con- 


dition, Captain C. S. Williams of the navy testified today, at the inquiry 
by the federal trade commission into charges that bad meat is being 
furnished the navy. 


Captain Williams, when asked if he had ever rejected any meat 


from Wilson & Co. offered for the navy department, replied: "Yes, I 
have rejected a great many hundred thousands of pounds. 
One lot 


consisted of 300,000 pounds of smoked Ham." 


The reason it was rejected, he said, was because it was "sour and 


smeary." 


He added in reply to a question that an item of 428,000 pounds 


of meat had been declined and that on another occasion 110,558 pounds 
of ham shipped to .the battleship Missouri after delivery had 
been

WASHINGTON, June 19.—Sacking of the' American hospital at 


Tabriz, Persia, and seizure of the American and British consulates there, 
by invading Turkish troops, were reported to the state department to- 
day by the American minister at Teheran. If, the report as it reached thg 
minister is officially confirmed, the outrages may be considered an act 
of war and settle the long pending question of whether the Ottomaa 
allies of Germany should be formally listed among America's enemies. 


According to the despatch the Turks sacked the hospital over the 


protest of the Spanish consul in charge as representative of American 
interests and in defiance of the Spanish flag flying over the building. 


The hospital at Tabriz is a Presby- 


terian missionary 
institution 
estab- 


lished several- years ago. Many Amer- 
ican doctors and 
nurses 
have been 


stationed 
there, 
but .for 
several 


months the situation has been so se- 
rious that the force has been greatly 
reduced, and a few days ago it was 
reported to the state department that 
the last American had gone.

ING PARCEL PACKAGES 


TO MEN OVERSEAS 


WASHINGTON, June 19.—The war 


department announces that because 
of the congestion of the railroads in 
France no exception can be made to 
the recent requirement that persons 
desiring to ship parcel post pack- 
ages to soldiers overseas must pre- 
sent at the postofflce an . order from 
the major or a higher officer com- 
manding the unit to which the sol- 
dier is attached.

wearing of headgears as part of the

Certificates will be issued to regis- 


trants and interpreters will be on 
land at each designated place of reg- 
stration in order to assist in the work

EVADING THE DRAFT LAW 


It may as well be assumed without 


further demonstration that the citi- 
zen of draft age who wants to shirk 
his duty to this country in supporting 
the government in the war, will be 
caught. 


There is no room for the "slacker" 


in this nation and he is going to be 
run down and punished regardless of 
what form his objection to war service 
may take. Some people thought they 
could escape military service by plead- 
ing conscientious objection; but while 
thoso who originally belonged to a 
cult opposed to war in all Us forms 
may be exempted, the men who try 
to enter that society merely to escape 
i-'oing to the front will 
be severely 


punished. 


Already the government has made 


examples of twelve such objectors who 
were sentenced to periods of imprison- 
ment ranging from IS months to 20 
years. They wore from Camp Upton, 
X. Y., and Cam]) Gordon, Ga. Most of 
them objected to fighting against Ger- 
many and Austria because they had 
relatives In those countries. 


The men sentenced were either na- 


tive born or naturalized citizens of the 
United States who assumed all the 
obligations 
of 
citizenship 
and 
re- 


nounced allegiance to nil foreign gov- 
ernments anil potentates. When 
the 


time cnine at which they were rr. 
Mtilrr.d to must thcso ohll(;»tlons midtT 
tho .selective draft law, they claimed 
exemption under various pretexts and 
.simply refused to enter the service on 
the Krniinfl t h a t 
l>ioy mi^ht have tn

joying the privileges of American citi- 
zenship, but when the time came to 
meet the responsibilities of that citi- 
zenship,, they flunked miserably, sim- 
ply refusing to comply with their oath 
of allegiance. 


Secretary Baker has approved the 


sentences imposed and he has express- 
ed the hope that after the war is over 
some process will be devised by which 
all such undesirable citizens will be 
returned to the countries of their pref- 
erence. 


The action of these citizens will un- 


doubtedly cause some action to be 
taken to make certain that aliens who 
apply for naturalization will have no 
hesitation to serve in. the army of the 
United States and, if necessary, to 
fight against the countries of their 
nativity. 


In these cases the government has 


had an illustration of the traitorous 
subterfuges that may be veiled under 
the guise of "conscientious objections." 
With some people what is known as 
"conscience" seems to be very elastic 
and is primarily regulated by individ- 
ual preference. 


The anarchist has no conscientious 


scruples in murdering government offi- 
cials; 
the socialist none in robbing 


men of their property and dividing it 
equally among all the citizens of the 
state; the members of 
the 
I.W.W. 


none in the destruction of machinery 
under the secret methods of sabotage 
in order to injure legitimate business 
to which they are opposed. Thus 
it 


appears that to leave the observance 
of any law or the fulfillment of any 
obligation of citizenship to the con- 
science of the individual citizen, is to 
allow a loophole of escape for "all who 
wilfully wish to evade that law or that 
obligation. 


Fortunately, the selective draft law 


cannot be evaded on any such pro- 
text as the cases of these conscience- 
Ices objectors h«.ve amply proved.

Giauis of the SKy 


The largest warplanes are the bomb- 


dropping machines. They must b« ca- 
pable of carrying heavy loads of explo- 
sives. They are usually slow machines, 
speed being sacrificed to carrying ca- 
pacit.-. The Italians have specialized 
in big bomb machines. The huge Ca- 
proni airplanes carry three men and 
three guns, besides 2750 pounds of ex- 
plosives. That makes a useful load of 
40}0 pounds. The machine is driven by 
threa engines with a total oC 900 horse- 
power. 
Such enormous machines are 


rather exceptional, however. Bombing 
machines are usually convoyed by fast 
fighting planes, and do not have to de- 
fend themselves from attack in the al-. 
Often bombing raids are made at night 
and the big- Italian machines are pro- 
vided with "searchlight bombs" to en- 
able them to locatt important spots on 
the ground beneath. These are brilliant 
magnesium torches 
suspended 
from 


parachutes, so that they fall slowly and 
give a broad illumination, while 
thfi 


airplane itself is shielded from the light 
by the parachute.—St. Nicholas.

amendment. Representative Butler of 
Pennsylvania, republican, whose son is 
a colonel in the corps, said propaganda 
had been conducted to cause the pro- 
motions; while Representative Keating 
of Colorado, democrat, charged 
that 
Major-General Barnett, the corps, com- 
mandant, started a campaign for the 
new law as soon as the naval bill was 
sent to the senate in spite of Secretary 
Daniels'

amendment. 


"The amendment, in effect, ie to give 


the rank of lieutenant-general to a 
man who never was under fire, so far 
as the records show," declared 
Mr. 


Keating.

STAR GAZERS URGED TO OBSEKVE 


NEW BRIGHT STAR AND 


MAKE REPORTS 


CAMBRIDGE. June 19.—Amateu>- star 
gazere all over the world are urg-od 
in a bulletin issued by the Harvard 
jollege observatory today to observe 
the new bright star recently uiscev- 


«r»4 in tbe conittllatlon Aqullli and 
ffitke reports to tbe observatory for 
the benefit ot science. 
The bulletin 


point* out that the brilliance of the 
star enables any perion even without 
InitrucnenU or previous experience to 
make obiervatlonu of permanent value 
to aitronomy. It emphaaliea the de- 
•Irablllty of a continuous watoh of the 
•tar for the reason that other new 
stars found during the last three cen- 
turies underwent "curious changes In 
brightness," in the first few months of 
their discovery. 


The bulletin expresses the hope that 


observers will be found in southern 
and far eastern countries to note varia- 
tions in the star during- the hours when 
it is below jthe horizon in Europe and 
America. Inexperienced observers may 
note changes by comparison with the 
two stars nearest the new one. which 
are respectively of magnitudes 5.0 and 
5.7.

LONDON (By Mail).—The American 


chamber of commerce in London Is tak- 
ing a keen-interest in the bill intro- 
duced by Representative Sims in the 
house of representatives, .providing for 
a national trade mark to be supplied 
to American manufacturers and pro- 
ducers, under government license, and 
to be attached to goods of American 
origin. 


This proposal has been discussed at 


a meeting of the chamber and ^the 
views expressed were against it. One 
reason given for this opposition was 
that such an official mark might be in- 
discriminately applied for good, bad 
and indifferent American products, and 
would operate to the detriment of effi- 
ciently produced standardized goods of 
quality. 
The chairman of the trade informa- 


tion committee of the chamber, Paul E. 
Derrick, says: 
"The American chamber of commerce 


in London, with a membership of over 
600. including representatives of most 
important American concerns engaged 
in commerce with Great Britain, con- 
siders the proposed law dangerous to 
American export trade interests in Eu- 
ropean markets unless the use of tho 
proposed trade mark be absolutely re- 
stricted to a standardized quality of 
goods. 
Such restriction is believed to 


be impractical, and Impossible of effi- 
cient application. 
"Further, it Is believed that Ameri- 


can goods selling to the general public 
in the British and other commercially 
developed European markets would in 
no way be benefited 
by 
such a dis- 


played symbol of foreign origin."

f you allow the government to keep 
your money until 1923 you will get 
jack $5 for the $4 and odd cents which 
irou loaned. 
If you want money ba- 
!or* 1923 you can "cash in" yfiur war 
savings stamp or stamps at any time 
and get whatever interest is due you. 


If you have been in Lhe habit of 


buying thrift or war savings stamps 
from any special agency, such as the 
etter carrier on your route, a Boy 
Scout whom you know or some other 
agent, you need not cease to purchase-- 
from that agent just because you have 
signed a pledge. 
You have an- oppor- 


ity to designate on the pledge card 


which you sign where you wish to buy 


our stamps.

WASHINGTON. Jun« !».—For th* "M 


years preceding th* outbreak of the 
present war the Imperial German gov- 
ernment, through studied and systenir 
atic falsification of the vital statistics 
prepared under the direction of the na- 
tional census department, had prepared 
the public minds of all Europe to meet 
the man-power In war natural to ex- 
pect from.a nation of 6S,0'00,000 per- 


Fore- j sons. 


In reality the growth of the German 


empire In population 
had been to a 


point 22,000.000 greater than this, and 
when the war broke over 
Europe In 


1914 
the actual population of Germany 


was 90,000,000. 


These facts were communicated'yes- 


terday to Chairman Hitchcock of tho 
senate foreign relations committee by 
Dr. C. , D. Usher of Auburndale, Mass., 
formerly actively engaged in the study 
of political and commercial conditions 
In the trans-Caucasian region and for 
many years a resident of Germany and 
other central European countries. 


Dr. Usher gave as his authority for 


the asto'unding statement of Germany'** 
concealed man power no less a person- 
age 
than Field Marshal von Hinden- 


berg. During the summer of 1913 Dr. 
Usher's daughters had been guests In 
the home of the then retired German 
general. 
They were intimate chums 


with the daughters of the present field 
marshal. 


Von Hindenberg related to them the 


fact that a part of Germany's 
war 


plans, extending back over a score of 
years, had been the deception of the en- 
tire civilized world as to her multipli- 
cation of population within her 
own 


borders. 


Hindenberg sa'id that the conceal- 


ment had been effected through 
the 


partial falsification of the statistics as 
to illegitimate births. 
The German 


government's published, figures had dis- 
closed an illegitimate ijirth rate in thi 
neighborhood of 25 per'cent. 
In fact, 


this ratio was wholly false, and the ac- 
tual percentage was nearer 50 per cent. 


According to Dr. Usher, this will ac- 


count' in large measure for the great 
strength in men of military age dis- 
closed by Germany in the course of the 
present war. On the basis of the Ger- 
man census figures, if true, the German 
armies should have been from 20 to 2.i 
per cent smaller than they have been, 
and in turn the various classes of ro- 
cruits should have been smaller in ap- 
proximately this degree. 


The deception has served to throw 


out of alignment the calculations of the 
general staff corps of Germany's ene- 
mies from the start of the war 
until 


now.

CITY COAL~PILE 


Highest Court Holds Such 


Action Would Be Legal 


Special to The Sun. 


WASHINGTON, June 19.—Nearly eT- 


ery coal man I have tackled on the 
subject throws up both hands 
when 


you speak about municipal coal piles. 
Many are afraid of such competition. 
Others honestly do net see how coal 
can be obtained for a city coal pile, 
when the retailers themselves cannot 
feet the supply they want 
for their 


own yards to deliver to their regular 
customers. 


The municipal idea did not 
fright- 


en Fuel Administrator Garfield one bit. 


He frankly said he hail not gone into 
the subject. But when I told him the 
highest court of the land had declared 
such coal piles legal,- he confessed his 
sympathy with the subject. 


Dr. Garfleld is engaged in a 
cam- 


paign to get people to order their coal 
early. But he recognizes that in many 
cases families cannot do so. 


They have invested their spaje mon- 


ey in Liberty bonds, K«d 
Cross 
sub- 
scriptions, etc. and have to 
put off 


their coal buying until fall, especially 
if they have no credit with the retail 
coal dealers. 
There are others who 


expect to move and can't afford 
to 


put coal in the,cellar of a house which 
they expect soon to vacate. There are 
others whose wage is so small 
they 


have to live from week to week. 


For all such cases 
the 
municipal 


coal pile is the natural solution. If a 
city stores coal this summer, it will be 
able to sell it this fall and winter at 
cost to those who need it. 


And ther« is nothing to prevent a 


municipality from maintaining such a 
coal yard unless there is some state 
statute or constitutional provision di- 
rectly prohibiting the use of municipal 
funds for such a purpose.

Fierce attacks are being made by the Austrians to overcome Ital- 


ian resistance along the Piave, but the defensive line still h*Ws. 
Ap- 


parently the enemy seas his only hope of success in enlarging his gains I 
across the Piave, having been given a disastrous check in the moun- 
taics from west of Asiago to the Piave. 


In the mountains the Austriaas have been generally en the defensive 


since they ivere checked and then thrown back over the terrain pained 
Saturday in the first day of the offensive. 
The French and British 


around Asiago are under a heavy enemy bombardment and the French 
Tuesday repulsed a strong local Austrian effort. 
Along tire Val Su<rana 


and against the Bastion of Monte Grappa, Uie enemy holds further 
attacks in abeyance. 


Along the nearly 30 mile Piave line, the situation has not improved 


greatly from an allied viewpoint, although the Austrians have been-de- 
feated at most points in efforts to enlarge their gains. 
Where and in 


what force the enemy has crossed the river and how Ear he has pro- 
gressed int'> the Venetian plian are not outlined clearly, but apparently 
the Italians have given most ground on tbe north, around Montello and 


on the south of Capo Sile. 


LOCKED IN BITTER STRUGGLE 


From their foothold 
on Montello, an important plateau three by 


eight miles in extent, which dominates the country between Bassano and 
Treviso, the Austrians are making violent attempts to drive the Italians 


off the height entirely, while the Italians are fighting just as determinedly 
tn keep the enemy close to th« river bank. 
The fighting the past 


two days has been favorable to the Italians. 
In the center 
from 


Maserarla to Fossalta, the Austrians are being held well in check and 
have been unable to make any progress across the Piave, despite re- 
peated attempts.

Seemingly the Austrian? have pushed back the Italians several 


miles between Fossalta an* Capo Sile and along the T'ossetta canal, 
whiel1 runs southwest toward Venice. 
Capo Sile is in the lowlands 


along the Adriatic but if the enemy reaches the Fossetta canal to the 
north, he will be on drier ground and better able to push toward Mestrt 
and outflank the line northward along the Piave.

Dutch coast, on June 4. five British 
saapianes o* the largest type out

19 German seaplanes. One of 


the enuir.y machines was sent down 
in flames and another driven down out 
of control, according to a description 
of the fight written for the Associated 
Press by Ensign K. B. Keyes, a United 
States naval aviator. 


Previous to the encounter, one of 


ths British 
machines had descended 


to make repairs and the Germans set 
upon the four other machines protect- 
ing .the injured one. Ensign 
Joseph 


Eaton, another American aviator, was 
on the injured machine and he was 
subsequently interned in Holland. 


"Ensign Eaton and 
I 
were 
two 


Americans among the'crews of five 
flying boats on a Xorth sea patrol," 
says Ensign Keyes. "West of Ter- 
schelling, Eaton's machine 
had 
to 


alight on the surface owing to engine 
trouble. We stood by. circling in the 
air and wailing for him to repair the 
damage. 
Germans Driven Off 


"Soon five German .airplanes hove In 
sight. 
Vfe took battle formation and 


went for them. I was in the front 
cockpit with one gun and 486 rounds 
of ammunition. 
Jn the stern were 


three m»re guns and their operators. 
Ths Germans fled at our approach 
but I had the satisfaction of getting 
severa.1 rounds into them, although it 
is impossible 
ta say whether there 


were any effective hits. 


"After 
SL time the enemy came cli- 


cling back, but instead of nvu ma- 
chines there were only four, one small 
scout having been sent landward, pre- 
sumably to bring help. 


"Soon afterwards we discovered 10 


hostile machines comlnjr up from an 
opposite direction. 
They were not 


high in ths air but'close to the water 
and were joined almost immediately 
by five more, making 19 in all. The 
enemy scouts were 
painted 
black, 


while the two ssaters were sea ereen 
and very hard to distinguish from the 
water. 
Big Battle in Air 


."We four swung into battle forma- 


I tion again ar.d charged into the mid- 
dle of the enemy fleet. When we were 
nearly within range; four planes on 
the port side and five .on the star- 
board, rose to our level, whiie two of 
the enemy machines passed- directly 
beneath-us, shoting upward. 


"The firing was incessant from the 


beginning and the air was blue with 
tracer bulle: smoke and the Germans 
used explosive bullets. 


"1 devoted my' time to the port side, 


where four planes offered fine targets. 
Once I looked around and noticed 
my commander was in a stooping po- 
sition. I thought nothing of it until a 
few minutes later when I looked again 
I saw he was still in the same posi- 
tion. Then the truth dawned on me 
that he had been hit, and, 
looking

closer I discovered his bead in t pool 
of blood, but for the moment I could 
not leave my-ppet. 
Fin* Running Fight 


"W« kept up a fine running fight, 


although our machine was 
out off 


from the rest and surrounded by ^ev- 
en enemy seaplanes. We fought_for 
10 milos until we drove off. seven Ger- 
mans, sending ono down out oC control 
and crashing another in flames from 
a height of 2000 feet. The five other 
machines were severely punished by 
our gunfire. 
"During the last few minutes, our 


engine began stopping and 
the en- 
gineer reported that the petrol pipe 
had broken. Meajiwhlle I had laid out 
the commander in the cockpit and 
taken his seat. 
The whole engagement iasted a 


half-hour and I think we did very 
well. Afterward my machine descend- 
ed onto the water, where repairs were 
made and then we returned to port 
The whole flight lasted seven hours." 


Ensign Joseph Eaton of Connecticut 


was interned in Holland on June 5, 
with other allied aviators who de- 
scended on Dutch territorial waters in 
the fight off Terschelling. 
Although 


his machine was damaged, he was not 
hurt.
